Jludily recnniiiieiids a liglit.-r and iniichleBS 
expensive mncliine for lioring for water, 
niiu thai ivoulil not weigh, all lolil. w-itboilt 
boiler, more tliaii twolvo hundred pounds. 
A lu-liorse powor iiuiler wuuiu give ample 
power for .such a u-iacbiiio. Ho furllier 
stated 1 1ml bis company vvero prepar- 
ed to contract for sinking for water, and 
that in so sinking, be could make 3,t per 
cent, lietter time ibaii at his pre- ent occu- 
pation, ns ho would not reipiire lo draw up 
bis pipes in order to withdraw ihe core.

An opposition of this latter kind is 
already at work to prevent tho con- 
struction of the now Ctma- 
dian Western Railway, and it 
has selecLed tho .Vi'ic.i-.li/<'er//.st'r 
as its iiistriiiiieiil . Tlie first direct 
attack is im ai 1 iuh; ill .■siimlay'.s issue 
of that paper in v.'liich il dues its biest 
to seal e t he » I'lpveriiiuciil , the Lei;is- 
lutiire and tin- pmple of I'.ritish 
Coluinbia intci straiighni! a project to 
open, up the province and to greatly 
incnuvse its productive power. Al- 
though what tho Company wants has 
as yet not been made public, the 
Newii- dvcrthKf pretends to know all 



along tho lino. All the rest of tho • 
country which this, lino of riiilway 
wotild open up would belong to th« 
province, and the construction of the 
road would by making it aceosaiblo 
greatly iiieroaso its value. We find in- 
stead of tliu Government grunting the 
Company all the available land 
of the province, it will, if it accedes to 
what we hoar are tho torma proposed 
by the company, grant it onlyhalf of a 
comparatively narrow bolt. That 
bolt is now worth to the people of 
this province vory little indeed. A 
voi-y small fraction iif a dollar would 
represent its value per acre at this 
present moment. After the road is 
built the Government's half t of tho 
belt would be worth a hundred times 
more thivn the whole belt is worth 
now. Besides the construction of tho 
road will in other ways be of incal- 
culable value to tho province. 

To attempt to scare tho ]iooj«le of 
Uritish C'oluinbia half out of thoir 
n its because it is proposed to give » 
company that suceeods in buildiiii; n 
road live hundred snilcs long tlirouj;ii 
tho centre of tho province, bringing 
Cariboo, tho Chilcotin plains and 
other productive districts of which 
little or nothing is now known, into 
communication with tho coast, in 
to place a vory low estimate indeed 
on the iiitelligeiieu of 15ritiali Uoliiiii- 
bians. Thai plan has been tried liefore 
in (it her piirts of the Dominion. W'lier. 
It was jiriipiised to give the syndicate 
that umleitiink to build the t'a- 
nndian P.ieiflc Kailroad (of which ]ier- 
liaps the jVcics-vlrfueWwer knows some- 
thing) twenty-Hve million of acres of 
picked lands and twenty- tive 
millions of dollars in cash besides 
sections of road already built 
which cost Home thirty-eight millions 
more, a terrible howl was set up liy 
moosback.s ami Hcliomers, but theiieo- 
plo were not seared worth a ci'iit. 
The bari.;aiii was consiniuiiated, the 
road was liiiilt, au<l the .Veir.s-.l./rr/- 
^■;i'/- i.s niii- of the rcaiilt.s of tli.at trans- 
action. That jjapor is now trying to 
imitate the tactics of the opponents of 
the construction of the 0. P. R., and 
it will meet with no greater success 
than the howlers and screamers and 
prophets of evil did when Sir .J. 
Macdonald proposed to hand over llio 
construction of the C. TV K. to th 
"Syndicate." Tlio Canadian Western 
Company do not ask for e.-iah, the}' do 
not ask i'i>r sections of railway already 
constrneled. All they want is part, 
and not a very large part, of the wil- 
derness through which the road is to 
run. 

What the News-Adverliser says 
about the tactics of the promoters of 
tho bill ia hardly worth noticing 
Due nutioe was given of their appli 
cation for a charter. In giving that 
notice the promoters intimated their 
intention of asking for u grant of 
land which thoy were under no ne- 
cessity to do. There were some lif ty- 
live bills and theirs was the 
fcwonty-oit^hth. They did not put oil 
tho consideration of their bill until 
the end of the session, and as for de- 
laying the Supply Bill, they had no 
more power to do that than they had 
to delay tho progress of the sun. The 
(iroinotor.s of tho Canadian Western 
Dill did not take an unfair advantage 
of any one. Everything they did 
was open and above board. They 
placed their propiLsals before the (iov- 
erninoiit and the Ijogislaturo to bo 
judged on their merits, and we do not 
lieliovo that either the members ..f 
the Assembly or thoir constituents 
will be pJoventod by the bully inj; or 
the screaming of the Netos-Advcrlixi r 
from giving them tho calm and the 
careful consideration they doservo.

Province. Wo would not be at all sur- 
prised to see koroaone from Slackonzirt 
River wclla linding its way to this 
coast in a very few years. Men are 
impatient in these days. When any 
great diaeovory is made there are men 
who never reak until it is made avail- 
able. Oharlea Marvin, in his pam- 
phlet entitled "The Coming Oil Ago," 
gives a glowing description of thia 
great Canadian oil field, and from 
what ho says wo gather that it will 
not long bo allowed to remain un- 
worked : Ho says : "1 venture to 
predict that when the great <iil fields 
of Canada are opened up, tho oil will 
be found to have an aflinity with the 
Fennsylranian, and will afford light 
nob only for the future millions of the 
Dominion, but also for tho present 
millions of tho Pacific seaboard, both 
on the American side ;ind in China 
and tiapaii. 

AN OUTSIDE OPINION. 

The Canadiaxi, Gazette, published in 
London, England, takes, as might be 
expected, a lively interest in Canadian 
afl'airs. In its issue of tho 14th ult., 
when no one ovon in Canada ventured 
to predict the result of tho ajipeal lo 
he made to Parliament on tho course 
pursued by the (iovernnient with res- 
pect to the .Jesuits' Estates Act, it

Provincial rights, 
re->>nael the ISill again and aL;;iin, and 
in tho end ronipid Ottawa, to yiidd 
t.luehee / All who follow Canailian 
events with any care know that this is 
just what W'luld happen. The truth 
is that tho issue which is at the root 
of all this Orange bitterness is really 
that of Protestantism ivrsus Roman 
Catholicism — the old issue which has 
been fought nut in many a .State be 
fore with di.sast rmis results, but which 
wo in this nineloenth century had, wo 
thought, agreed to settle by a policy 
of mutual considoratioii and tolera- 
tion. 

The Oazett« and all true friends of 
Citnnda at homo as well as abroad 
will bo pleased to see that the rop- 
rosentatives of tho poojde, regardless 
of religious ditl'orences and party dis 
tinctioiis, upheld tho action of tho gov 
ornniont. I5y doing this they dejniv 
od Mr. Mereier of a grievance, am 
they ]irevetited what at one lime llirea 
lened lo lie a bitter, awide sjiiead and 
an Hltii:;otIu'r pr. ilit less feligious agita 
tion. Disallowance would have given 
.Mr. Moicier a ten years lease of 
power at the very least, und it would 
have made contention and discord 
whore there are now peace and 
friendly feeling.

OANADA'S OIL FIELDS. 

Tho growth of the petroleum trade 
has been truly wonderful. Thirtyyears 
ago petroleum,a8 an illuminatin&; agent, 
was unknown, and now there is not 
a country in the world in which coal 
oil is not used. Its merits as an il- 
luminator were iptickly appreciated 
and its ohenpnoss IniB )ilaccd it within 
tho reach of all. Tho trade in petro- 
louni ami its prodnets has added great- 
ly to the Avealth of the United States. 
For a long time it had a monnpuly nf 
that trade. The e.vpurl of relined oil 
from 1850 to 1887 was 0,'-'.'U,]02,ii2;( 
gallons, valued at 8876,000,000, The 
consumption of coal oil in the United 
States has been verj' great, so that 
when the domestic consumption ia 
added to the export some idea may bo 
formed of tho value of potrolenin to 
the I'nitud States. But that couniiy 
no longer enjoys :l monopoly of the 
t r.ole ill petriilenm. Russia has been 
for Home timu ;i competitor and its re- 
sources ai'e only beginning to bo de- 
veloped. Oil wells have been sunk 
iuBurniahand tlieir yield is nbntidanl, 
and Galicia has also become a produ- 
cer of mineral oil. But the petrolutim 
Hold of the future is in Canada. Oil 
has been struck in Ontario, but tho 
Held ia limited in extent, 50 by 100 
miles, and the product is not large. 
But it is from the basin of the M.ic- 
konzio River t bat llio world will de- 
rive its supply of oil when the other 
lielils .if t his roni iiieiit and of I'htriipe 
are exhausted. It in ealeiilateil that 
oil can be found in thia region over 
an area of .10,000 square miles. The 
Senate's Roiiort says; "The uses of 
petroleum, and oonsequoutly the de- 
mand for it, are increasing 'at such a 
ra))id ratio that it is jirohable that this 
great ]ii'triileiniiliold willasstimeaneii- 
oriniiiiH value in the near futaire, and 
will r.'ink among tho chief a.ssets in 
I bo (,'riiw n domain of t,he Dominion,"
